Many farmers and^ breed^s In all 
sections of the State, and particularly 
in the Blue Grass will be greatly dis- 
appointed at this decision. , The pro- 
i;ram which had been prepi^ed by of- 
ficials of tbe University of; Kentucky 
In co-operation with heads of the or- 
ganizations concerned, contained the 
names of a number of experts in lines 
of scientific agriculture and live stock 
breeding who are widely known and 
Kentucky farmers will be. sorry to 
miss thla opportunity of hedrlhg them.

It 
has always been the custom to ex- 
amine the exhibits and award the pre- 
mluma in tbe dairy ahow several daw 
before the opening of Farmers' Week.

BATES AGAIN CAPTURED 
BY TENNBSE SIKRiFF 

Escaped Longvlew Inmate Is Arrested 
at CiMMtoioogt After RaUag 
Two Eieapel. 



William Jennings Bates, 21 years 
old, who escaped from the strong 
ward of Longvlew Hospital, Cincin- 
nati, and la thought to thave passed 
through Maaon county -eaoaping from 
the Cincinnati asylum is in the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., according to Information which 
reached Chief of Police William Cope- 
Ian of Cincinnati yesterday. Long- 
view HospiUI attthoritlea were nott- 
fled and an attendant was detailed to 
go to Chattanooga today to bring 
Bates to Cincinnati. 

This Is the second apprehension of 
Bates since his escape. He was cap- 
tured at Middleaboro, Ky., but escaped 
from av Deputy Sheriff who waa re- 
turning him to <;ittoinnatl, by leaping 
from a train. He created excitement 
in the neighborhood of his escape by 
appearing at various farmhouses with 
manacled bands. When a posse was 
organised be disappeared and all trace 
of him was loot. 

Bates was committed to Longvlew 
by authorities of Kenton county, Ken- 
tucky, last May, after he had killed 
his brother-in-law, Ralph Trotter, 
merchant, Norton, W. Va., on a Lou- 
isville and Nashville Railroad train 
as it waa nearing Covington, Trotter 
bcinu; stabbed in hie heart while 
asleep. 

Trottor was brltiRinc Kates to Cin- 
cinnati, where lunacy proceedings 
were pending. 

UNABLE TO f BOCURE MARRIAGE

A couple that appeared at the Court 
House fate Saturday afternoon to ob- 
tain a marriage license was unable to 
do so because the bride-to-be was un- 
der legal age and did not have the con- 
sent of her father. The groom ex- 
plained that the bride'a mother waa 
dead and that she had not seen her 
father for years but he was thought 
to be living in Mason county. It was 
asked that the County Judge appoint 
a guardian that the couple might be 
VtaMed but he retiia^ to do thi» un- 
til diligent ^earch had been made for 
the father and the lioanae waa not 
granted.

WarehouMWi Complain Tbat Saall 
Boys Take Mneh Tobaeee Praa 
Warchouees, Can aad Wagetta 
— Youngfltan Hay Get 
lalfoablw 

Complaint has been made during ^' 
tbe past week by looal tobacco ware- 
housemen that boya, ranging in age ' 
from nine to fifteen years, have 
been taking much tobacco from ware- 
house floors, railroad cars and farm- 
ers' wagons. - 

This same complaint has been made 
most every year but warehousemen 
say that thla year the lada have made 
richer haula. The tobaoco la of much 
mttre value this aeaaon and the boya 
have taken maoh more than hereto- 
fore. 

Sometime during Saturday night a 
carload of tobacco on the siding at the 
American Tobaoco Company's plant 
was opened and quite a quantity of to- 
bacco was stolen. This is supposed 
to be the work of boys. 

Some of the warehousemen have lost 
so heavily of tobacco from in and ' 
around their warehouaes this aeaaoa 
that they have ordered their watch- 
men to allow no small boys to loaf . 
about the house. 

The parents of some of the boys 
have been told of tbeor son's actions 
and have been warned to see that' 
there Is no repetition while many of 
the boys have been warned by the 
warehousemen and their watchmen. 

Tobacco htus stolen by the lads is 
sold and in some instances boys have 
been known to make good sums, 
.^bus far, it is understood, none of 
the boys have been reported to the of- 
flcers but unless they desist the ware- 
housenion will report them to the 
Juvenile court. 

Parents shoulil see that their boya 
are not among this gang of young to- 
baoco thievea. By atealing tobacco 
they will cultivate a habit that may 
lead them into the theft of something 
of great value and therefore Into aer- 
ioufl trouble.

Our quotas have been so interferred 
with by the influenza, the signing of 
the armlBtlce and the Christmas holi- 
days that it is necessary now to take 
stoo](, so to speak, and to find out Just 
where he atand. I am going to ask 
you to answer this Inquiry of iplne by 
return mall, if possible, so that I can 
report to Cleveland next week. 

The Kentucky women have done 
such splendid work during the active 
period of the war that at a conference 
at Cleveland last week, I felt proud 
to say that I knew they would answer 
every call as long as the Red Cross 
needed them. 

The future plans are indefinite. Not 
until Mr. Davidson's return from 
Frwaee will the further needs of Bu- 
rope be outlined. Meantime, eaeh 
chapter should strive to finish with all 
possible speed the work in its work- 
room and those of its branches. 
Speed" is our slogan now. Every gar- 
ment in your quota is needed now, and 
suffering will result If you teil. 

If some of your workers have be- 
come luke-warm, announce thVough 
the papers and the pulpit that the 
need Is as great. If not greater now, 
and that these winter garments must 
be finished, or we fail in our respon- 
sibility. Let us lihow our appreciation 
of the fact that our boys and our peo- 
ple are not going to suffer as the oth- 
er nations have suffered, by relieving 
the distress of these victims of the 
war.
